Food Committee: Jean Kirk. Chairwoman - Present were Willa Hill, Secretary, Hazel 
McDonald, Flowayne Dawes, Thomas Williams, Stacia Williams and Corey Robinson 
from the Kitchen Staff and our new CEO, Lee Holland. 

There was positive feedback on the country fried steak, chicken strips, lemon bars, and 
Wednesday mornings are a big hit with the French toast as have the excellent layered 
desserts, zucchini with parmesan cheese, crab cakes, fried shrimp, tuna noodle 
casserole. Service has been great with the kitchen staff helping and as noted before 
some like having the buffet for lunch and others don't. 

Areas that still seem to be a problem are: there is still too much salt in everything, 
especially the beef tips, breakfast casserole had too many potatoes, needed more eggs 
and cheese and beef turnovers had too many potatoes and needed more vegetables. 
Someone found a small bone in the turkey. On 12-29 there were no poached eggs or 
milk at breakfast and grits instead of oatmeal. Sliced bologna with sauerkraut and 
mustard, YUCK!!! Too many fried foods. 

Some people who eat at 12:00 do not get dessert as the wait staff start serving the 
12:30 people and forget the rest. Suggestions were made to have the macaroni more 
creamy, use pie crust for topping on turkey pot pies. Have scalloped potatoes, and 
serve buttered beets occasionally but serve them in a small bowl to keep juice from 
getting into their other food. It was suggested that table clothes be used only on special 
occasions and that the savings from laundry be applied to the food budget. It was also 
noted that many times we are told they are out of something on a regular basis and that 
perhaps the order procedure should be reviewed. We also need clarification about not 
having fruit and salad at each meal, (can't have both) that we would have one for lunch 
and the other at dinner. We have heard several versions of this and residents are 
coming to us and asking. What is the "real deal?" 

Thomas indicated they would have a new menu out by mid February and that they were 
still looking for more wait staff for dining room. Still have a problem with people taking 
large containers of cereal.

Dan indicated he 
would set up a meeting with Mike and Lee to see what plans they had for the grounds 
and they could all work together on it.
